Mr. Baker summed up the school 


development briefly up to the time of 
founding the free school system as 
follows: 


In 1801 the Gettysburg 
Academy 


was started in the house now occupied 
by Mrs. Ella Weaver, on High street, 


i and the school of theology was found- 
' ed by Dr. S. S. Schmuker in 1826. In 
June, 1827 the school which is now Get- 
tysburg College began, the academy 
iwas known as the gymnasium. Thad- 
deus Stevens took an interest in these 
schools and secured an appropriation 
of $28,000 from the State in behalf of 
the college. 


A female seminary was also started 


in the Weaver building during this 
period and a medical 
college 
was 


started in New Oxford by Dr. Keefer. 


j There was also a classical college at 
Hunterstown under the direction of 
Rev. 
Hay, a Presbyterian 
minister. 


In 1800 the Conewago Chapel was es- 
tablished. 


Objected to Free Schools 


In discussing the free schools which 
| were started in 1834, Mr. Baker said 
there was the strongest kind of op- 
position and it was several years be- 
fore the schools could be permanently 
established._ Many persons said com- 
pulsory education would increase idle- 
ness and crime, but the speaker point- 
ed out that it was not unusual to en- 
counter objections in a great progres- 
sive enterprise. 


The first institute was held in a col- 


lege building in 1838 and lasted one 
day. Debating societies flourished in 
those days, he said. 
One wax call- 


ed the "Sentimental Society" andx de- 
bated such questions as "Resolved that 
female timidity is constitutional or ac- 
quired."

In concluding his addi'ess which was 


intensely interesting; Mr. Baker said 
there was one of the old school houses 
still in existence in Gettysburg.
